LOS ANGELES — A powerful earthquake stag¬ 
gered southern California Tuesday, leaving at least 
35 dead and trapping some 30 persons in the rubble 
of s collapsed hospital. Their fate was in doubt 

Eighty thousand persons in a 20 - square - mile 
area near a quake-weakened dam in the San Fer¬ 
nando Valley were ordered to evacuate the area or 
be forcibly removed. Authorities, in making the 
evacuation mandatory, said they feared a strong new 
tremor might cause a flood. 

Property damage reached into millions of dol¬ 
lars as walls collapsed, streets buckled and caved in, 
bridges fell and windows shattered in heavily popu¬ 
lated areas around Los Angeles, the third most pop¬ 
ulous United States city.

In Washington, President 
Nixon issued a formal declar¬ 
ation of a major disaster, 
opening the way for help from 
more than a dozen govern¬ 
ment agencies. Vice-President 
Spiro Agnew was due in the 
quake area today for consul¬ 
tations. 

Nine of the deaths were 
attributed to heart attacks. 
Heaviest loss of life was at 
the Veterans Administration 
Hospital at Sylmar in the 


west end of the San Fernando 
Valley some 10 miles from 
the quake’s centre. 

There 17 bodies were found, 
and about 100 persons were 
injured. Ten hours after the 
first ahock an estimated 30 
persons, mostly patients, 
wera reported still trapped. 

Scream* of "Help me! Help 
me!’* could be heard as 
workers moved gingerly to 
remove rubble without 
endangering those trapped. 

Officials at the hospital said 
it oouid be two days before 
they get to the bottom of the U 
rubble.

‘Sure Nice to Be Back’ 


ABOARD NEW ORLEANS 
(AP) — Apollo 14 astronauts 
splashed down safely on tar¬ 
get in the South Pacific and 
were brought aboard this 
carrier Tuesday after com¬ 
pleting man’s most successful 
moon mission. 

Scientists, space officials 
and President Nixon hailed 
the mission. 

Astronauts Alan Shepard, 
Stuart Roosa and Edgar 
Mitchell dropped into the 
Pacific at 1:05 p.m. PST, 
ending a nine-day L15*mlllion- 
mlle voyage to the moon and 
back. 

"We’re all fine in here,” 
said Shepard, seconds after 
the Apollo command ship

Power Link Sliced 


PORTLAND, Ore. (AP) - The 846-mile 
direct current power line linking the U.S. 
northwest and the southwest failed Tuesday 
when the Los Angeles earthquake shattered 
equipment at the southern terminus. 

Bonneville Power Administration received 
estimates of as much as 90 per cent damage 
to the converter station at Sylmar, north of 
Los Angeles. 

A spokesman said if that were true it 
could taka up to 18 months to restore service. 

That would be a crippling Wow in a 


period of threatened power shortage in both, 
regions. 

Hie direct current line, called the longest 
of its kind in the world when put Into service 
less than a year ago, has a capacity of 80U.0U8 
volts. 

When It failed at 6:01 a.m. Tuesday it was 
carrying 570,000 kilowatts from the north into 
the Los Angeles area. 

That amount is the equivalent of 30 per 
cent of the electric current used by the city , 
of Seattle at its peak demand.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: Could 
you suggest what causes 
large dents on the arms and 
legs of a girl, 10, who has had 
diabetes for seven years? 
Now they are giving her shots 
on the upper part of her little 
sit-down, and in the stomach. 
She has large dimples and 
Indentations. Can this be 
corrected ?—B.J.P. 

This is an unavoidable 
nuisance for about one-third 
of the youngsters who have to 
take insulin for diabetes. It 
occurs in young girls and 
boys, and in women, but is 
rare in adult males. 

The exact cause Is pot 
known, except that it obviously 
is related to the insulin 
injections, and involves a loss 
of fat below the skin at the 
sites of such injections. 


Treatment isn’t too effec¬ 
tive. However, as the indi¬ 
vidual puts on a little weight, 
the dents become less notice- 


I feel tense and high-strung so

I know of nothing in any of 
the diabetes palls that would 
‘feel tense,” but 


In some instances, it may 
be recommended that the 
injections be given a little 
deeper. In other cases, it 
helps to use a highly concen¬ 
trated insulin, U100 or even 
U500. Allow the Insulin to 
reach room temperature be¬ 
fore injectng. 

The condition, while a 
nuisance cosmetically speak¬ 
ing, isn’t likely to cause any 
severe trouble.

SAIGON — South Viet- 
namese troop* and tanks 
were reported pressing west¬ 
ward across branches of the 
Ho Chi Minh Trail in southern 
Laos Tuesday while Com¬ 
munist command forces 
retreated under the furious 
lash of United States air 
power. 

At last repent, the main 
column had proceeded about 
12 miles inside Laos along 
Highway 9, slowed by U.S. 
bomb craters in the road and 
bad weather that suddenly 
closed in. They also were 
halting to seize munitions 
caches. 

Ahead of the South Viet¬ 
namese, 25 miles inside Laos, 
lay Sepone, heavily bombed 
and almost deserted. It is a 
main Communist transship¬ 
ment point on the trail and a 
North Vietnamese operating 


men as sponsors of a bill that 
would forbid not only direct 
U.S. intervention in Laos but 
“support of any kind by the 
United States ... of any 
military operation” In that 
country. 

“Nixon has been president 
for two years,” O’Neill told 
the house, “and instead trf a 
war in Vietnam we have a 
war also in Cambodia and 
now Laos.”

American Bar Aiiaoclation has 
endorsed the U.S. govern¬ 
ment's claim that It has the 
right to use elec tronic listen¬ 
ing devices secretly in 
investigations Into organised 
crime and foreign subversion. 

The ABA action established 
guidelines on the secret elec¬ 
tronic listening devices. Dele¬ 
gates voted down three 
proposed amendments that 
would have limited approval 
for use of electronic 
surveillance. 


Land Mine Kills Five 
On Irish Border Road 


BELFAST (Reuter) —^ A 
land mine blast which killed 
five men on a lonely moun¬ 
tain ruad and Protestant 
attacks on two Roman Catho¬ 
lic funerals in Belfast brought 
a frightening new dimension 
to the bloody troubles of 
Northern Ireland Tuesday. 

The five men, two engineers 
from the British Broadcasting 
Corp. and three local con¬ 
struction workers, were killed 
when their vehicle was blown 
to bits by a mine buried in 


the road near the border with 
the Irish Republic. 

They were on a routine 
maintenance trip to a BBC 
radio relay mast on Brougher 
Mountain, about 80 miles west 
of Belfast. 

It was believed the mine 
was intended for a British 
army jeep which visits the 
site daily. 

Paratroops sealed off the 
road and a second mine was 
found and dismantled by the 
army. 

The death toll is the highest 


in any single explosion in 
Northern Ireland in post- 
Second World War years. 

Authorities fear the blast 
may signal the start of a new 
campaign of road mining in 
border areas patrolled by the 
security forces as extremists 
of the underground Irish 
Republican Army exchange 
fire with troops in the riot- 
tom streets of Belfast. 

The funerals were those of 
two Republicans who were 
shot by troops in gunfights 
Friday night.

Shot Prowler Wins $30,000 


DES MOINES (AP) — The Iowa 
Supreme Court Tuesday upheld a $30,000 
damage award assessed against an Eddyville 
farm couple who set a trap-gun in a vacant 
house that wounded a prowler. 

The court, in an 8-to-l decision upheld the 
judgment award to Marvin Katko of 
Oskaloosa from Edward and Bertha Briney. 

The majority opinion quoted a textbook 
on civil law: 

“It is the accepted rule that there is no 
privilege to use any force calculated to cause 
death or serious bodily injury to repel the 
threat to land or chattels, unless there is also 


such a threat to the defendant's personal 
safety as to justify self-defence. 

On July 16, 1969 Katko, 30, a gas station 
Attendant, broke into an abandoned house on 
Briney’s farm. When he opened a bedroom 
door, a shotgun which was lashed to the bed, 
fired, the pellets ripping into his right ankle. 

Katko admitted breaking into the bouse 
saying he was looking for old fruit jars. He 
was fined $50 for larceny and placed on six 
months probation. 

He toen sued the Brineys for $60,000 in 
damages, and in November a jury awarded 
him half that amount.

JOHANNESBURG (Reuter) — The South Af¬ 
rican government has relaxed one of its stiffest 
apartheir regulations and given construction firms 
the go-ahead to give skilled colored workers jobs 
normally reserved for whites in Pretoria and Jo¬ 
hannesburg areas- 

The government action, freeing thousands of 
mixed-race workers on to a labor-starved market, 
was immediately praised by the industry's leaders 
Tuesday — but at the same time hotly denounced 
by some white union leaders. 

Labor Minister Marias Viljoen, who only two 
years ago gave white workers an assurance that 
such a step never would be taken, announced that 
colored workers would be employed on an equal 
level with whites.

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Distrust of Oil States 


IN SO MANY threatening world crises, dis¬ 


trust is the basis of problems confronting 
Britain and other western European countries as 
well as Japan in obtaining a continued supply of oil 
from the Middle East. The word is scratched deep 
into the sands of Persian Gulf suppliers. 

It was there at the mid-January start of 
negotiations in Tehran for higher taxes and 
royalties by the major petroleum producing states 
from western oil companies. It still was there when 
talks broke down last week. 

Members of the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) have formally 
threatened an oil embargo if their claims for 
higher prices are not met by the companies. This 
followed adoption of a resolution that legislation be 
enacted to enforce the new price level which Is an 
increase of approximately 15 per cent The 
embargo would be imposed seven days later which, 
depending on the time it takes the various 
countries to pass or proclaim the new law, places 
the final deadline sometime around February 22. 

This action would mean a shutdown of a large 
area of the industrialized world. Britain, already 
hurting with labor strife, is said to have enough oil 
in reserve for three months; France for four 
months, Austria, Belgium, Spain and Switzerland 
for six months and West Germany for 10 weeks. 

^ It is felt that the financial differences between 
the producing states and the companies might not 


be too difficult to bridge provided there could be 
definite assurances against an interruption of oil 
supplies and a leapfrogging in prices. 

But fear persists of a lack of stability in any 
arrangements made despite the personal interven¬ 
tion of the powerful Shah of Iran in the 
negotiations. He was strong in his support of the 
demands of his and five other Persian Gulf states 
in OPEC membership. But at the same time he 
said that if other members of OPEC in the 
Mediterranean and elsewhere in the world later 
obtained better deals from the oil companies “we 
are not going to recriminate and say you have got 
to give us the same treatment” 

Despite these words, the distrust remains that 
an agreement there alone would not have a 
“ratchet” effect, precipitating higher demands 
from other countries. Worried eyes are on Libya, 
in the main, which has been a militant pacemaker 
in the past in the leapfrogging process. 

There is little doubt that some sort of an 
agreement will come with consumers paying 
higher prices even though it is argued the gulf 
states could not withhold oil for long because their 
economies depend too much on the resource. 

But they probably could get by for a longer 
period than the consumers, and for this reason 
alone it is possible there will be a reassessment of 
oil as a main source of energy in the economies of 
western European countries. 


Parliament’s Will Ignored

complete abolition or full retention—gener¬ 
ally is believed to depend on public reaction to the 
latest commutation of a death sentence, Richard 
Jackson writes from Ottawa. There is a middle 
ground, of course: the retention of non-capital 
murder charges in almost all cases and capital 
murder charges in the killing of policemen and 
prison guards. This is the system Parliament 
thought it was adopting for a five-year trial period 
toward the end of 1967. 

The Trudeau government, however, has now 
indicated as strongly as possible without saying so 
that it is going to ignore the will of Parliament in 
this respect For the third time in capital cases the 
cabinet has commuted the death sentence for 
murder of a policeman to life imprisonment In the 
previous two, it had as a basis for its action the 
recommendations of juries that executive clemency 
be exercised. This time, there was none. 

Well may police forces across the country now 
protest that they and the prison guards have been 
deprived by the government of the protection 
supposedly given them in the performance of their

duties when the House of Commons voted— 
narrowly enough, at 114 to 87—to drop the death 
penalty with this exception. The situation has 
become that a prisoner confined for a long term, or 
a criminal destined to one, has nothing much 
further to lose through taking the life of a guard 
or police officer. 

It has been suggested that even the abolition 
of the death penalty in the great majority of 
murderi must be carefully reconsidered in the light 
of the five-year experiment, for while there were 
220 murder victims in Canada in 1966, the number 
grew to 342 in 1969. This may have been part of a 
general rise in lawlessness, and not related solely to 
the introduction of the non-capital murder charge. 
But in any case It is an alarming increase, and one 
that demands more effective deterrence. 

The federal cabinet’s commutation of the 
death sentence of a killer of a policeman, without 
so much as a jury recommendation of clemency, 
flies in the opposite direction. The public, we think, 
should not be slow in joining the forces of law and 
order in letting the government know that it wants 
the will of Parliament to be done.

The irrationality and inade¬ 
quacy of these arrangements 
has been a festering sore on 
the body of Confederation for 
a long time and burst open 
again at the recent federal- 
provincial conference of wel¬ 
fare ministers who have to 
grapple with the consequences 
of rising unemployment.

field.

Said Ontario Social and 
Family Services Minister 
John Yaremko: “If they (the 
federal government) have the 
economic tools to create the 
situation, then they can use 
the same tools to uncreate 
it.’’ And “they should either 
look after those people they 
have made unemployed, or 
put back their jobs." 

This ia easier said than 
done. Making welfare a direct 
federal responsibility would 
require a major overhaul of 
the BNA Act, which still 
appears to be a political 
impossibility. And there are 
similar obstacles to a major 
reapportionment of the tax 
dollar. 

In short, while the problem 
is essentially economic and 


could conceivably be dealt 
with rationally on that basis, 
its actual handling is Inextric¬ 
ably intertwined with complex 
political considerations which 
are seldom rational. 

Canada is not alone in 
grappling with this difficulty. 
In his state of the union 
message last month, Presi¬ 
dent Nixon dealt with the 
same mess when he termed 
the welfare tangle in the 
United States “a monstrous, 
consuming outrage” and sug¬ 
gested as a possible remedy a 
startling decentralization pro¬ 
gram involving a substantial 
transfer of federal funds to 
the state and local authori¬ 
ties. 

Mr. Nixon spoke of the 
ineffective wasteful, and often 
c o u nter-productive welfare 
system in the United States. 
But his words fitted our own 
situation very well when he 
said: "We may honestly 
disagree on what to do about 
it. But we can all agree that 
we must meet the challenge 
not by pouring more money 
into the old system, but by 
abolishing it and adopting a 
new one.”

Six men want to lead the Ontario Conservative 
Party — with good reason: the party has been in 
power for the last 28 years. Its leaders become 
premiers of Canada’s inchest and most populous 
province. 

The task of the 1,748 Ontario Tories who gather here today 
to prepare to choose a new leader Friday is to see the tradition 
lives on. They don t want a mere leader; they want a man who 
will lead them to power once again In an election expected not 
later than next autumn. But therein lies the rub. 

William “Bill” Davis, the 41- 
year-old education minister, is 
the favorite to replace out¬ 
going Premier John Robarts, 
who retired in December 
after nine years at the helm. 

Bill Davis, reports say, has 
40 per cent of the delegates in 
his pocket and should romp 
■* home in three or four ballots. 


Davis, s burly ex-Unlverslty 
of Toronto football star who 
has that quiet assurance so 
attractive to Ontario Tories, 
is in every respect an heir 
apparent. Though much of the 
Robarts tenure he was touted 
for the job, and the feeling is 
that he should not be denied 
it. 

But will the Tories be 
electing another election- 
winner in Bill Davis? A 
worthy vote-getter in the 
Robarts-Frost-Drew tradition. 

Davis, despite his relative 
youth has been in politics s 
long time, and haa picked up 
a few political debts to go 
with his not Inconsiderable 
triumphs — the expansion of 
the p rovince’s university 
system and a system of 
community colleges among 
others. 

The most noticeable of 
these debts is his marked 
unpopularity in rural Ontario. 

A recent survey by the 
province's largest farm 
journal, Farm and Country, 
showed its readers favored 
Davis least among the five

sity of Ottawa graduate 
student Robert Phamard is a 
very outside choice.

McKeough is almost ss well 
known as Davis, his portfolio 
carrying him to all areas of 
Ontario.

The American-backed lunge 
Into Laos by South Viet¬ 
namese troops constitutes a 
major gamble for Washing¬ 
ton, strategically and In 
terms of world opinion. 

Defence Secretary Laird 
says the United States now 
should meet or even surpass 
the aim of withdrawing a 
further 50,000 of its troops 
from Vietnam by May 1. 

This kind of statement 
accords with the officially 
announced reasoning behind 
the latest extension of the 
fighting in Indochina, which 
portrays the Laotian offensive 
as an attempt to cut vital 
Viet Cong supply routes Into 
South Vietnam. 

A severing of Viet Cong 
supply routes would reduce 
the communist war capacity 


in South Vietnam and thus 
facilitate the process of 
American withdrawal there, 
Washington argues. 

But such expressions of 
optimism are being countered 
with predictions from else¬ 
where of hard times ahead 
for the troops currently 
driving Into Laos under an 
umbrella of American air 
power. 

Critics of the operation say 
the South Vietnamese troops 
may find themselves badly 
hampered by a combination 
of tough terrain, bad weather 
and skilful resistance on the 
part of communist elements 
long accustomed to cam¬ 
paigns in this kind of country. 

Last year the Americans 
plunged into Cambodia, 
another territory adjacent to 
South Vietnam, with the idea 
of destroying crucial centres 
of support for the communist 


operations against the Saigon 
government. 

To the contention that the 
Cambodian campaign is a 
h e a rtening precedent for 
Washington in its current 
enterprise, critics are arguing 
that the Laotian terrain is 
worse than that in Combodia, 
the local population less 
friendly and the element of 
surprise lacking. 

All this adds up to a, risk 
that t h a American-backed 
South Vietnamese will 
become embroiled in a new 
and long-lasting extension of 
(he war instead of being able 
to implement the brief and 
effective foray envisaged by 
Washington and Saigon. 

Moreover, besides setting 
off the predictable anti- 
American tirades from Hanoiv 
Peking and Moscow, the 
Laotian operation has brought 
hostile words from such 
sources ss Secretary-General 


U Thant of the United 
Nations and the government 
of France. 

Britain, on the other hand, 
terms the Laotian venture 
understandable and “a direct 
consequence of the flagrant 
violation of Laotion neutrality 
by North Vietnamese troops, 
whieh has been going on for 
years.” 

Generally speaking, how¬ 
ever, the American strategy 
will have to pay off swiftly if 
it is not to worsen in world 
eyes Washington’s record of 
behaving in Vietnam. 

But the greatest fear of all 
Is that, unless the American 
reasoning is correct, the fresh 
fighting in Laos may make 
the ugly Indo China situation 
less susceptible to the sort of 
political settlement con¬ 
sidered by so many world 
leaders the only way to 
peace.

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While suggesting there may 
be “an undesirable ritual of 
evidence” required for a 
therapeutic abortion, Health 
Minister Ralph Loft mark said 
Wednesday that the notion of 
a hortions-on-demand is far-” 
fetched. 

“We do not have any other 
operation on demand,*’ he told 
the Legislature during the 
budget speech debate. “We do 
not have appendectomies on 
demand, lor example. 

"When a doctor brings a 
patient into a hospital, he haa 
a responsibility to the hospital 
and his chief of (medical) 
staff to explain the basis for 
the operation. 

“Hie best we can isk for is 
that abortion be bandied as 
any other surgical proce¬ 
dure.” ... 

Loffmark also indicated 
that he is worried that the 
present therapeutic abortion 
law, the result of a Criminal 
Code amendment 18 months 
agp, might fall into disrespect 
— that the production of 
evidence for an abortion 
might become the same sort 
of charade as was evidence- 
collecting under the old 
divorce laws. 

“This is a poor way for the 
law to develop and we must 
do something about it,” added 
the minister, pointing out that 
while the Criminal Code lies 
within federal jurisdiction he 
would bring anomalies to 
Ottawa’s attention. 

Victoria and' Vancouver 
were two centres in B.C. that 
were feeling the pressure for 
therapeutic abortions and 
Loffmark said he has 
authorized expenditures for 
additional hospital facilities in 
each of those places. 

He also pointed out to the 
Legislature that the number 
of applications for therapeutic 
abortions is accelerating in 
remote areas and several 
small hospitals have asked 
for approval to perform them. 

**I have approved all of the 
applications.” he said. 

He said that last year, when

therapeutic ab ortions 
suddenly increased in popular¬ 
ity. he asked doctors to deal 
with application* with sym¬ 
pathy and understanding. 
They had done this. 

“There are more thera¬ 
peutic abortions per capita in 
B.C. today than any other 
part of Canada,” said Loff¬ 
mark. 

The minister also explained 
what he said was a “profound 
and a eve re" division of 
opinion as to tie propriety of 
the procedure. 

“We should listen with 
sympathy to those who say 
abortion should be liberalized 
— and the same attention 
should be given the other 
side.” 

He also said doctors and 
nurses might be expected to 


have a natural aversion to 
this type of procedure. 

“Their Whole training has 
been to alleviate pain and 
suffering — from the time the 
nurse carries the little candle 
and so on — and now they are 
being asked to bring life to a 
close.” said Loffmark. 

Sometimes they are 
expected to sustain the tiny 
fetus but very often these 
days they are being asked to 
stop that life. 

“We should never force a 
doctor to do something that is 
so in conflict with what he 
has been taught,” said Loff¬ 
mark. 

He also reported to the 
Legislature on last fall's mass 
immunization of pre-pubertal 
children with rubella 
(German measles) vaccine. 


While there had been a 
division of opinion as to the 
effectiveness of the vaccine — 
even a Nobel laureate in 
biochemistry had doubts 
about it — B.C. went ahead 
with It and the results appear 
to be favorable. 

So far, there are indications 
that unly one child has been 
barn in B.C. with deformities 
caused by the mother con¬ 
tracting rubella during the 
early stages of pregnancy. 

In the meantime, the pro¬ 
vincial health laboratory has 
been testing the blood of 
women suspected of catching 
rubella during their 
pregnancies. As a result, 
about 100 cases of rubella 
have been detected in that 
group and all of them have 
had abortions.

In addition to saying there 
would be no apology, Loff¬ 
mark denied that he had 
disclosed any of the contents 
of the Longridge report. If 
Wallace challenged that, he 
should.ask the speaker for a 
playback of the tape record¬ 
ing of his speech, Loffmark 
added. 


“I cited examples, none of 
which were taken from the 
Longridge report.” said Loff¬ 
mark. who pointed out that he 
haa kept the report in such 
secrecy that he would not 
even let the B.C, Medical 
Association look at it. 


He said he sent the BCMA 
to Royal Jubilee for informa¬ 
tion. 


When Loffmark was speak¬ 
ing in the legislature Tues¬ 
day afternoon, he said there 
were other ways of making 
hospital care more 
economical than raising the 
co-insurance rate from the 
present |1 a day to $3 or |5, 
as has been suggested by 
Wallace. 


"If there i* any ineffici¬ 
ency, the first peopls called 
for an accounting should be 
the doctors.” said the 
minister, before he went on to 
mention the three unusual 
cases of over-stay.

care, that given in private 
hospitals o r extended-cars 
units of general hospitals.

She explained that the 
shortage of public health staff 
may not be as serious in 
health units operated by some 
local municipalities as it is in 
those entirely under pro¬ 
vincial jurisdiction.

The Canadian bond market 
was going great guns during 
the last two months of 1970 
when the leading blue chip 
comjianies were offering 20- 
year debentures and paying 
more than 9 per cent for the 
privilege at using your 
money. 

Institutional and private 
Investors were tumbling over 
one another to get a piece of 
the action. At one time the 
money in these bonds was 
coming in at over 3100 million 
a week. 

The bonds quickly went to a 
premium, and this gave other 
seekers of capital the notion 
that they could get- their 
requirements at much lower 
cost than those who had paid 
9 per cent plus. 

The pattern was set during 
January. Consumers Gas 
offered 8% per cent; Simp- 
eons Sears 7K per cent — 
Falcon bridge 7% per cent — 
and the underwriters waited 
for toe customers to roll in. 

They were surprised and 
shocked when it did not 
happen. Whit had gone 
wrong? 

Local bond dealers point out 
there were two main reasons. 

One was that the market 
had been oversoaked with 
new long-term issues — not 
only corporates, but Canadas, 
provincials, utilities and 
municipal! as well. 

The other and even more 
obvious reason was the fact 
that die new bonds were 
nothing like as attractive as 
the ones that had set die 
earlier pattern — Alcan’s 
paying 9% per cent; Trans 
Canada Pipe paying 10 per 
cent and 9% per cent in two 
issues; B.C. Sugar paying 9% 
per cent; International Nickel 
paying 9% per cent or CPR 
paying 8% per cent. 

In other words the drop In 
basis interest rates from 
about 9% to 8 per cent took 
the polish off the apple. 

“The next thing you will see 
is a type of offer with 
gimmicks such as warrants 
or con version privileges 
attached," said one local 
dealer. 

He pointed out that while 
the high coupon debentures 
were holding on to most at 
their premiums, the bond that 
had done best was West- 
coast’s 7tt par cent — 
“That’s because it is con¬ 
vertible into common, and the 
common stock is selling at 
higher than the conversion 
price."

The other thing that la 
worrying the Canadian invest¬ 
ment industry is the apathy 
to the local stock market at a 
time when the New York 
Stock Exchange Is bursting 
all trading records.

going at more than 20,000,000

It seems more difficult to 
convince Canadians that a 
new upsurge in the economy 
may be imminent More 
important perhaps is the fact 
that the Canadian government 
Is not holding out the same 
sort of incentives.

STOCKHOLM (UPI) - Anatoli Tarasov, 
coarh of the Russian national loe hockey 
team, Tuesday urged the International Ice 
Hockey Federation to Invite Canada back into 
world championship competition. 

Writing In the Stockholm afternoon 
newspaper Expresaen, Tarasov said: “We 
need the Canadians In the world tourna¬ 
ments. I think the IIHF should let Canada 
return after “apologising” for her withdrawal 
from the 1970 tournament.” 


Canada withdrew from the 1970 world 
championships, which were to have been 
played In Canada, because of a quarrel with 
the IIHF over the uses* players. 

If the Canadians want to return to the 
world tournaments they will have to start in 
“B” group and make their way up to the six- 
nation “A” group, which plays for the world 
title every year. 

But Tarasov said he felt Canada should be 
allowed to return to the “A” group

The fishermen of Saanich 
Inlet are the big losers. 

The same thing happened at Sooke, where both sports 
and commercial fishermen will be the eventual losers. 

Saanich Inlet anglers asked for someone to police the 
limit-busters and baby-fish snatchers in the inlet, and they 
finally got one five years ago. 

When Stan Ratcliffe took over the job in Saanich Inlet, h« 
came in for quite a bit of abuse as the “policeman” of the 
Inlet. This column took the odd swipe at him. He took his Job 
seriously . .. and continued to do so until he was let go a few 
weeks ago. 

But, he got to sense the likely offenders and he didn't 
bother everybody on the Inlet the way he did at first. He found 
s pair of binoculars a handy tool and would watch anglers from 
afar. He knew just where to look to catch the culprits. 

And catch them he did . .. with undersized grilse stowed In 
vacuum bottles and lunch kits, and extra fish under 
floorboards, in tackle boxes and hidden in other ingenious 
places. 

When sports angers realized there were actually people who 
would resort to such devious tricks to break the law they 
welcomed Ratcliffe aboard. 

it it it 

But, he did far more than check law breakers. He would 
pull alongside a guide boat or a hlghliner who was catching 
fish. He would find out how they were getting them, and then 
when he checked a tyro in a rental boat he would make a point 
of explaining to him just how to get the fish on that particular 

. day 

If he saw some youngsters fishing he would often pull 
alongside and help them rig to catch fish. Sometimes he would 
even get them some fresh bait to make sure they got fish. 

The “policeman” became a friend of honest Saanich Inlet 
anglers and the nemesis of law-breaking anglers. And he was 
even more than that. 

He saw thousands of fish stranded and dying In the low 
summer waters of the Goldstream . . . badly-needed coho fry. 
He spent many hours . . . most of them his own time ... and 
enlisted the help of fish and game club members. To catch 
these fry and transplant them to Shawnigan (Mfflstream) 
Creek, which flows into Saanich Inlet at Mill Bay. 

He nursed those fish like babies and it looks like his 
experiment Is going to be a success. Many nights in early 
spring he spent the whole night — on his own time — netting 
the coho smolts on Shawnigan Creek to see how his “babies” 
were making out He found them fatter and healthier than the 
Goldstream coho smolts. It looked like the answer. Next fall, 
when the first of the transplants should return, will tell tha 
tale. 

WiU Ratcliffe be around to assess the results? It Is our 
belief he would carry on his work as a labor of love, even with 
less money than he Is making now. But, it appears he has had 
pretty shabby treatment from the federal treasury board, and 
that is hard to swallow. 

The honest fishermen of Saanich Inlet are the losers. The 
law-breakers art the winners. Now is the time that undersized 
and over-limits of grilse (baby salmon) can be taken readily in 
Saanich Tnlet... and it is very unlikely law-breakers will find a 
fisheries officer around to stop them. 

The same situation exists at Sooke, where guardian Jack 
Brooks, who fought so long to get action to build up coho runs 
on DeManiel Creek and to rebuild the chinook runs on the 
Sooke, has also been let go for the time being.

ROYAL 
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^Schools Get Tough 
On Health Service

A quarrel between the 
Greater Victoria school board 
and the Metropolitan Health 
board over health services in 
schools broke into the open at 
a health board meeting Tues¬ 
day afternoon. 

After some discussion and 
an outburst from senior 
medical health officer Dr. J. 
L. M. Whitbread objecting to 
what he called politics in 
health matters, the issue was 
tabled to await further infor¬ 
mation from the school board. 

A letter was read from the 
school board warning that 
unless a contract could be 
drawn up guaranteeing speci¬ 
fic services from the health 
board, there would be no 
further acceptance of cost 
sharing in the health budget. 

Since 1962 the Greater 
Victoria school board has paid 
35 per cent of the health 
board's budget, which in 1970 
amounted to some 1115,000. 

The board has maintained 
in discussions over the last 18 
months that the district Is not 
in fact getting the services it 
is paying for. 


Another letter was read to 
the health board, this one a 
copy of a letter sent by 
Whitbread to the provincial 
government, in which he said 
he had had no correspondence 
on the subject from the school 
board, and expressing sur¬ 
prise at the school board’s 
actions. 

School superintendent A. J. 
Longmore, noting this letter, 
wrote expressing concern 
about statements in it, and 
pointing out that there had 
been continuing meetings and 
discussion of the school 
board’s position. 

At Tuesday’s meeting Whit¬ 
bread acknowledged past dis¬ 
cussions, and also staff 
shortages which had meant 
he was unable to provide such 
things a s psychiatric or 
psychological services to the 
schools. 

“This is not the fault of any 
particular individual,’’ said 
Whitbread. 

Rather, said Whitbread, the 
problem was the fault of the 
refusal of the provincial 
government to hire the quali¬ 


fied people needed despite 
requests over the last five 
years. 

He maintained, however, 
that the Greater Victoria 
school district does get 35 per 
cent of the services provided 
by the health board, and 
therefore is getting its 
money’s worth. 

He said nurses are in school 
one third of their time, and 
although there is no health 
inspection in schools, medical 
officers put in considerably 
more than 35 per cent of their 
tme in school work while the 
clerical staff spends at least 
50 per cent of its time on 
school work. 

School board representative 
Dr. phillip Ney said the fact 
remained that the school 
board had asked for certain 
services which the health 
board was unable to provide. 

A list of needed services is 
being prepared again by the 
school board, said Ney, and if 
the health board is unable to 
fill the need, the school 
administration is prepared to 
seek contracts elsewwhere. 


Whitbread said he Is well 
aware of the deficiencies of 
the health board, but said it 
had had to stand pat for the 
last five years pending 
regionalization of services — 
a matter still under intermit¬ 
tent discussion. 

“As far as I am concerned 
I don’t care whether the ser¬ 
vice is under the region or 
not,” Whitbread said. 

“I’m fed up with regional¬ 
ization of health service being 
a political football between 
the provincial government, 
municipalities and school 
boards. 

“It's time we woke up to 
the fact that what we are 
here to do is to get adequate 
staff and facilities to give the 
people of the community the 
services they need. As for 
regionalization — it may 
come next month, but prob¬ 
ably won’t, be here for four or 
five years.” 

Whitbread later apologized 
tor his outburst: “I’m sorry 
about that, I take it back,” he 
said.

“It sure is nice to be back 
home again,” said Shepard in 
response.

Of 
course, we did come pretty 
close to target there. 

“The most stirring moment 
for me is right now. “Not 
only are we back from the 
moon, but we’re back at 
home.” 

Mitchell said the mission

buildings alone at $125 
million. 

Seismologists placed the 
quake’s epicentre 26 miles 
northwest of downtown Loa 
Angeles in the rugged San 
Gabriel Mountains and 
assigned it a magnitude of 6.5 
on the Richter scale. TTie 
scale grades anything over 
seven as a major quake. 

The first shock was 
followed by hundreds of after¬ 
shocks, one registering 5.5 on 
the scale. 

What caused the earth¬ 
quake? 

Scientists wouldn’t say. But 
they theorized that the lineup 
of the sun, moon and Earth 
for Tuesday night’s total 
eclipse of the moon could 
have triggered it. 

William Kaufmann. director 
of Griffith Observatory said 
that the sun has been pulling 
in one direction while the 
gravity of the earth and moon 
pulled in opi>osite directions. 

“As a result,” he said, “the 
earth is squeezed into the 
shape of a football, instead of 
a sphere, and we believe that 
gravitational forces, and tidal 
stresses caused by this align¬ 
ment. are probably what 
triggered the earthquake.” 

Mysterious forces were 
seen in more than the shatter¬ 
ing force of the quake. At 
Malibu, bubbles rose in a 250- 
yard stretch of sea beyond 
the surf-line — the seething of 
air, it was believed, fRmi a 
submarine fissure opened by 
the tremors. 

Elsewhere, three dead were 
found at Olive View Sani¬ 
tarium, a new $23-million 


structure that was pro¬ 
nounced almost a total loss 
after walls collapsed. It is a 
mile from the veterans’ hos¬ 
pital. 

Two others were killed 
when a freeway overpass 
collapsed at Sylmar. another 
died in a bridge collapse at 
Newhall and another in the 
collapse of a roof at a skid 
row mission in Los Angeles. 

The area’s nearly seven 
million residents were asleep 
or preparing for the day when 
the shock came — sudden

LOS ANGELES - When 
the earthquake hit, shaking 
me out of what had been 
sound sleep, all I could 
remember thinking at the 
first instance of consciousness 
was: God. this is the end. 
Then: what a hell ot a way to 
go. 

We live near the epicentre 
of earthquake In Sylmar. At 6 
am. Tuesday, Feb. 9, we 
lived through one of the 
briefest, but most intense 
nightmares we have ever 
experienced. 

Unfortunately, it was not a 
nightmare. It was all too real. 

My wife, Leah, and I were 
sleeping In the master bed¬ 
room in the rear of the house. 
It directly faces the San 
Gabriel mountains which just 
two months ago were car¬ 
peted by an unusual cover of 
bright snow. 

Our daughter Wendy, eight, 
was asleep in the other 
bedroom in front of the house 
and directly across a hallway 
from our room. She, like us. 
was asleep when we suffered 
a rtide awakening. 

The earthquake produced a 
weird combination of shaking, 
rolling and tumbling sensa¬ 
tions. 

When I was awakened, I 
was aware of this vibrating, 
tumbling mo tion that 
resembled the effect of a 
trampoline that had gone 
berserk. I recall on at least 
three distinct occasions being 
tossed in the air while at the 
same time being rocked right 
and left 

The first two times, I was 
slammed to the bed, only to 
begin an unwilling ascent 
after each. The third time, 
the pull to the left was 


stronger than that to the right 
and I bounced off the side of 
the bed and thumped on the 
floor as the intensity of the 
quake began to leuen. 

My wife, sleeping on the 
right side of the bad and 
experiencing the same action, 
was delivered by the final 
thrust to my side of the bed. 
This turned out to be for¬ 
tunate for her, because the 
dresser drawers collapsed 
onto her side of the bed, the 
mirrored portion slantpning 
down on the spot where her 
legs would have been. 

The most serious Injuries 
short of death in our 
neighborhood were caused by 
collisions with either night- 
stands o r dressers. Phil 
Krapf, a fellow Los Angeles 
Times man and neighbor, 
smashed his cheek into his 
nightstand and has a puffed-up 
side of his face to show for it. 

When the quake had roiled 
to a stop we rushed into 
Wendy's room and found her 
crying but unharmed in the 
bed. 

Her biggest concern then 
was an inability to find 
Skiimy-Minnie, a rag doll she 
sleeps with. 

At this point, was totally 
confosed as to what to do, not 
knowing whether to rush out 
of the house or stay put. 
Before we could make any 
decision, a series of smaller 
tremblers shook the house 
and we huddled up against 
our bedroom wall. 

After they had petered out 
we began to assess the 
damage. Our rear block wall 
surrounding the house was 
completely collapsed, but 
there appeared to be no struc¬ 
tural damage to the house. 

The inside was a complete 
shambles. Every cupboard 


was emptied out onto the 
floor and every piece of glass, 
with the exception of two 
mirrors on the medicine 
cabinets in the bathrooms, 
was broken. 

But for the Intensity of the 
quake, I was surprised that 
little else was damaged save 
for a twisted lamp or two. 

Surveying the damage our 
instinct was to cry. We kept 
reminding ourselves, how¬ 
ever: we're alive and we’re 
uninjured. 

For people caught in the 
epicentre of one of the worst 
earthquakes in Los Angeles 
history, that was the impor¬ 
tant thing. 


The Los Angeles earthquake 
Tuesday was the second 
major quake to be recorded 
within less than 24 hours at 
the Dominion Astrophysical 
Observatory on Little Saanich

Few Homes Covered 
For Shock Damage 


LOS ANGELES - Very 
little of the damage caused by 
Tuesday’s earthquake here is 
likely to be covered by 
insurance, a spokesman for 
California brokers reported. 

Although there are several 
companies which offer earth¬ 
quake coverage, the cost and 
a substantial deductible pro¬ 
vision make it unattractive to 
buy, according to Kenneth 
Klee, president of the Insur¬ 
ance Brokers Assn, of Cali¬ 
fornia. 

As a result, Klee said, 
perhaps only one in 10,000 
homeowners — maybe not 
even that many JL find it 
worthwhile to be covered for 
earthquake damage. 


Klee pointed out that the 
average frame and stuoco 
home can withstand a tre¬ 
mendous amount of wobble. 
Even so, the cost of earth¬ 
quake insurance on that type 
of home averages twice as 
much as the rest of the 
coverage, he said. 

And there Is a 5 per cent 
deductible provision — S per 
cent of the value of the home, 
not 5 per cent at the loss 
suffered. 

This means that on a 
130,000 home, *1,500 of earth¬ 
quake damage would not be 
covered. In the typical case of 
cracked plaster and loosened 
brick, the homeowner would 
still have to stand the cost. 


Air Charter Denied 


Victoria Flight Centre 
president Bill Blaauw said 
Tuesday he would appeal a 
rejection by the Canadian 
Transport Commission of his 
application t o operate a 
second charter service in the 
Victoria area. 

Denial came from Ottawa 
Tuesday on the grounds that 
the commission was not con¬ 
vinced that the local demand 
could not be handled by the 
e xisting licencee, Victoria 
Flying Services Ltd. 

The commission said the 
application by Flight Centre 
was opposed by Victoria 


Flying Services, the Victoria 
Flying Club and Air West 
Airlines. 

Blaauw said Tuesday he 
had no intention of accepting 
the decision. If his appeal was 
rejected this time, he said, he 
would continue to apply until 
he was accepted. 

He said that his decision to 
persist was based on the 
conviction that there was 
room for more than one 
charter service in the area 
and that service would benefit 
by competition. 

He said that the Victoria 


Flying Club had withdrawn its 
objection to the application of 
Flight Centre and that there 
was no competition with Air 
West which mainly operated 
float planes from the Inner 
Harbor. 

Flight Centre was a wheel- 
based operation from Victoria 
International Airport and 
would be in direct competition 
only with Victoria Flying 
Services, Blaauw said. He 
could not believe that a 
community the size of Vic¬ 
toria could not support two 
charters when there were 


four or five operating out of 
"hole-in-the-wall faculties like 
Kamloops." 

Flight Centre operates eight 
aircraft ranging from two- 
seaters to six-eeaters, Blaauw 
said, as well as an engine 
overhaul plant at the airport. 

He recalled that Air West 
had applied to the commis¬ 
sion a year ago for a charter 
but had been refused. 

Victoria Flying Services 
operates 13 aircraft out of the 
Victoria ajrpori including a 
new Cessna delivered 
Monday.

Students and the university 
In general will be the losers 
no matter whether the presi¬ 
dent or the faculty win the 
current dispute over non¬ 
renewal of contracts or grant¬ 
ing of tenure to several 
faculty members. 

That’s the view advanced 
by Robert McDougall, out¬ 
going University of Victoria 
Alma Mater Society presi¬ 
dent, in a position paper on 
student influence in university 
personnel decisions. The 
paper has been submitted to 
the board of governors for 
consideration and is not yet 
official student policy. 

“Up to the appointment of 
Dr. (Bnioe) Partridge, 
faculty generally had the run 
of the institution,” he said in 
the paper. 

“Apparently ... the new

executive began a gradual 
process of recentralizing the 
focus of responsibility in the 
hands of the university-wide 
authority, using the powers at 
his disposal in the Univer¬ 
sities Act and the Tenure 
Document." 

McDougall said he person¬ 
ally feared “that a man as 
dedicated and as persuasive 
as Dr. Partridge might 
attempt tor good reasons to 
concentrate more power in 
his office than is healthy for 
•the university” although he 
said he did not think other 
factors would allow this to 
happen. 

“Another unfortunate 
aspect of die whole issue is 
that, if either side of the 
argument is allowed to 
emerge in total victory, both 
the university and the cor¬ 
porate student will lose,” he 
wrote. 

“From the university’s 
point of view, a powerful 
faculty will normally tend to 
deteriorate academically as it 
waxes powerful politically, 
but will also turn out second- 
rate students and tend to 
form a ’private club* imper- | 
vious to fresh ideas and 
progress. 

“A victory by the president, 
conversely, will probably 
eventually lead to a kind of 
administration-dominated uni¬ 
versity with all the unhealthy 


but thus far m erely 
embryonic ramifications 
faculty and student spokes¬ 
men apparently see as a 
result of Dr. Partridge’s 
actions.” 

The student president said, 
however, that “a continuation 
of this crisis situation, either 
in Its present overt or in its 
former cover state” could 
only be harmful and called on 
the board of governors to 
intervene to affect a com¬ 
promise.

in expenditures which have 
hit other Canadian military 
installations. In fact, he said, 
the Esquimau operations had 
even added professional staff. 

This, said L’Heureux, 
reflected the government 
policy which was placing 
more and more emphasis on 
Arctic exploration and the 
development of defence tech¬ 
niques in that barren land. 

L'Heureux was conducted 


on a brief tour of the Pacific 
establishment by the director, 
Dr. James Flynn, and 
expressed himself as well 
pleased with what he saw. 

Flynn said Tuesday that 
L’Heureux gave no indication 
during his visit of the future 
of the Pacific installation 
aside from pointing out that 
its staff complement had been 
increased while those of many 
other defence centres had 
been cut. 


Values Shoot Up, 
But Fewer Houses 


The number of single-family 
dwellings built in Saanich 
from 1963 to last year has 
declined by more than 50 per 
cent and the average cost has 
almost doubled. 

The figures came from a 
review of trends in residential 
development released this 
week by municipal planner 
Thomas Loney. 

The decline in construction 
of single-family dwellings has 
been made up by “apart¬ 
ments and a rather remark¬ 
able growth in senior citizens’ 
housing," Loney said. 

In 1963 the number of single¬ 
family dwellings built was 
533. This dropped in sub¬ 
sequent years to 500, 427, 386. 
There was an upswing to 389 
in 1967, to 437 in 1968, then 
down to 330 in 1969 and 199 
last year. 

In the same period apart¬ 
ment building fluctuated from 
a high of 234 in 1963 to a low 


of 23 In 1967, with 190, 2U and 
167 being built in the last 
three years. 

There was no senior 
citizens’ housing in the first | 
three years of the period or in 
the years 1968 and 1969. But ! 
in 1966, 39 units were built; 
there were 37 in 1967 and 185 ! 
last year. 

The average value erf a 
single-family dwelling in 1963 j 
was $13,836. This had 
increased by last year to 
$23,039. 

The value of a duplex unit ! 
increased from $10,272 in the 
same period to $18,866 and 
apartment unit from $8,034 to 
$10,552.

Hydro wants him to walk out. 

What then?

What kind of trouble?

Codyre said.

It is 11 months since Hydro 
told the Codyres they would 
have 1 to move from their 
home at 1890 Munn Road to 
make room for the powerline 
that is to run from the new 
Pike Lake substation to

toria. 

While other families facing 
the same situation have given 
in, Codyre lias remained in 
the public spotlight because of 
Ms refusal to do the some. 

He was given a cheque for 
$22,500 by Hydro, but says he 
can't find anything to eqpal 
his. present home and 
property for less than $34,000. 

But money isn't what bis 
stand is all about, he said. 

Democracy is. He sees him¬ 
self as another little men 
being denied his rights. 

“Money doesn’t mean a 
thing. I don’t owe a dime in 
the world. And I’ll help any 
poor soul who needs It. That’s 
the way I am. 

“But. what I am trying to 
say is this: We’ye got to wake 
up to the public menace in 
qur province.” 

On Feb. 3 Codyre made his 
last appeal to officialdom. He 
sent telegrams to Prime 
Minister Trudeau, Premier 
Ben nett. Governor-General 
Roland Michener, Lieutenant- 
Governor John Nicholson, 
B.C. NDP leader Dave Bar¬ 
rett and his Liberal counter¬ 
part, Patrick McGeer. 

He said he complained that 
the “arbitrary expropriation” 
of hts home by Hydro violates 
Canada’s signing of the 
universal Declaration of 
Human Rights. 

Only two have answered, he 
said — Nicholson Monday and 
Trudeau (through his secre¬ 
tory! Tuesday. 


Fear of Oil in Sewers 
6 Appalling ’ Threat 


He said he was Crocked by 
the answer from the prime 
minister’s office that die 
matter was strictly within 
provincial jurisdiction and 
that he should obtain the 
services of a lawyer and 
consult B.C. Attorney-General 
Leslie Peterson. 

If politicians aren’t listen¬ 
ing, lots of ordinary folks are, 
Codyre said. He said one man 
haa offered to throw himself 
in the way of the Hydro 
bulldozers and another has 
offered the use of three gups. 

*1 have a list of 300 names 
of people who say all I ht$ve 
to do is call them If I want 
help,” he said. 

“They say they are ready 
to do anything within reason. 
This is not because I am pat 
Codyre, but because there is a 
principle involved. Vtn not 
fighting for me. t’m fighting 
for your kids and their kids. 
We’ve got to take a stand 
somewhere. And it might as 
well be right here on Munn 
Road as downtowb.” 

Codyre said he had taken a 
stand before. Like in 1933 in 
Windsor, Ont.. when lie was 
president of the old National 
Trades and Labor Council 
there and Organized the 
National 45 and Over Club — 
a movement that found work 
for unemployed middle-aged 
men. 

He said his next move now 
may be to try and take his 
case to the Supreme Court of 
Canada. 


The prospect that used 
crank case oil could find its 
way into Victoria area sewer 
systems was described Tues¬ 
day by Capital Regional 
Board Chairman Hugh Curtis 
as “appalling.” 

Hie threat has been created 
by the possibility that Star Oil 
Refining Co. Ltd., 1651 Island 
Highway, will go out of 
business within the next two 
months — as company 
manager Allan Vanderkerk- 
hove says it will. 

His company picks up used 
car oil from all but a half 
dozen service stations and 
commercial users In Greater 
Victoria. It Is re-refined and 
sold again through indepen¬ 
dent gas stations. 

Curtis said he hadn’t 
realized there was a problem 
but he added: “I will be 
talking to our engineering 
people within the next two 
days. There is Just no way we 
will allow any of this material 
Into the sewer system.” 

Curtis continued: 'It appears 
there is a real problem here 
and since we are responsible 
for a portion of the sewer 
system we are involved.” 

Deep Concern 

Local service station opera¬ 
tors are deeply concerned 
with the problem. Bob Duns- 
muir operates two Shell 
stations and is a director of 
the B.C. Automotive Retailers’ 
Association. 

“There is Just nothing we 
can do with this stuff. It’s 
dirty and impossible to dis¬ 
pose of. What can we do with 
it?” he asked. 

"It’s against pollution laws 
to dump it down the drain 
and It's also against the law 
to bum it.” 

He said he feared some 
garages night resort to dump¬ 
ing waste oil down the drain 
if there was no alternate way 
of disposing of it “and haw 
are you going to tn*o* it?’’ 
Dunsmuir explained if it 


was burned it would put a 
greasy black cloud over the 
city. 

“You wouldn’t be able to 
see for the tar in the sky and 
we have been worried about it 
since Star Refining indicated 
to us some time ago they 
were considering shutting 
down.” 

Talks Today 

Dunsmuir will be in Van¬ 
couver today for meetings 
with oil company officials to 
discuss the problem. “The 
companies are Just as worried 
about tills as we are. They 
don’t know the answer as 
they have no facilities for 
getting rid of the Junk.” 

Star Oil picks up used oil 
and heats it prior to chemical 
treatment. It Is then shipped 
out to dealers. The re-refined 
oil sells for 26 cents a quart 
as compared with regular 
bulk oil which sells for 50 
cent* a quart. 

The problem facing Star Oil 
is one of volume, according to 
manager Vanderkerkhove. "If 
we could process all the used 
oil in Greater Victoria we 
could stay in business for at 
least two years but some 
operators will not let us pick 
up their crank case oil.’’ 

Hydro Blamed 

He said B.C. Hydro was a 
case in point. “They won’t let 
us have their stuff and I 
estimate they use 1,500 to 
2.000 gallons a year. They get 
rid of it to a greenhouse 
operator who bums it in a 
furnace to heat his plants. I 
feel this is not legal under the 
fire marshal's regulations.” 

He cited a section of the 
B.C. Fire Marshal’s Act to 
support his contention but 
was not upheld by acting fire 
marshal H. K. Jenns. 

“We have looked into tiro 
matter,” said Jenns in a 
separate telephone interview 
from Vancouver "and we find 
that the all tn question la 
treated in a way that meets 


our standards for commercial 
burner use. We don't feel the 
law is being broken in this 

case.” 

V a n d e r k erkhove main¬ 
tained: “If we had the extra 
volume the B.C. Hydro uses 
we could stay in business. We 
need to sell 100,000 gallons of 
re-refined oil a year and this 
means picking up 125,000 
gallons of crank case oil.” 

*We Don't Ask' 

B.C. Hydro regional 
manager A. J. Macdonald told 
the Colonist: “We dispose of 
our oil to an individual. We 
don’t know where it goes or 
what he does with it and 
presumably we don’t ask. I 
can’t really see how that 
would be any of our responsi¬ 
bility.” He said he did not 
know if the oil was given 
away or sold. 

Vanderkerkhove said that 
the disposal of used oil is a 


major problem in large 
cities. In Chicago, New York 
and Seattle companies such 
as Star charge six cents a gal¬ 
lon to pick up used oil. 

In New York, 8,000 gallons 
of dirty oil are poured into 
the sewer system each day, 
he said. 

Vanderkerkhove said his 
company used to charge five 
cents a gallon to pick up used 
oil but gave up the charge in 
an effort to gain volume. 

“Sure, we are in business.” 
he said, “but look at it this 
way — this is oil company 
garbage like any other gar¬ 
bage. Somebody has to get 
rid of it and we offer a free 
service." 

iVo Success 

lie said he had contacted 
the Capital Regional Board 
office and the Pollution Con¬ 
trol Board without success 
adding, “I would Just like to 


sit down and talk over this 
whole problem with somebody 
who cares about it.” Star Oil 
maintains it oan buy re¬ 
refined oil in the United 
States and land it for sale 
in Greater Victoria at a lower 
cost than processing local 
used oil. 

The company is the only 
one of its kind on Vancouver 
Island but restricts its pick¬ 
ups to Greater Victoria. Van¬ 
derkerkhove said smaller 
communities dispose of their 
used oil to local authorities 
and department of highways 
depots. It is stored until 
summer and then used to 
keep dust down on gravel 
roads. 

This has created a storm 
among conservationists who 
argue that If the oil applica¬ 
tion is followed by a heavy 
rain the oil washes into 
ditches and finds its way into 
streams and lakes.

on aesthetio changes,” be told 
the counoil. 

He added that mining and 
oil exploration must be con¬ 
trolled. but the control should 
benefit northern re*.*-.;* and 
not just be for “people in the 


south whose primary concern 
is protection of the environ¬ 
ment.” 

Trimble said he knows of no 
exploitation activity that could 
harm the North to such an 
extent that would justify the 
shutting down of the activity.

Good Terms 

"The terms are so favor¬ 
able and the prerequisites 
so low that even a person on 
welfare could find himself 
able to buy one of these 
places,” said Bowers.

who would prefer home- 
ownership to renting.” 

Financing is being arranged 
through Central Mortgage and 
Housing Corporation. 

Down payments range from 
nothing to $1,500. be said, 
noting that British Columbians 
are eligible for the provincial 
$1,000 grant because they will 
be moving into new housing. 

Repayments range from 
some $111 a month to $135, 
with graduated interest rates 
according to ability to pay 
starting from 7% per cent. 


Steady Income 

Bowers said to qualify for 
the housing, purchasers 
would have to be able to point 
to a steady income. “This 
could even cover someone on 
welfare who could get a letter 
stating that this income is 
available,” he said. 

Neither would it matter if 
the prospective buyer is a 
man or a woman, although 
in the past women have 
had difficulty in arranging 
mortgage money. 

Bowers said that although 
the condominium has been 
built with an eye to economy, 
the need tor a pleasing ex¬ 
terior has not been over¬ 
looked. 

The building, called Lamp- 
son Court, is part stucco and 
part rough cedar siding. “No 
one could classify it as a 
stucco box,” he said. 


Coats were out in various 
ways — In part through res¬ 
tricted lot size. 


School Access 

The property backs onto 
Macaulay elementary school, 
and a gate in the fence will 
allow children access to the 
school grounds direct from 
the apartment property. 
Greater Victoria school board 
has given permission for the 
grounds to be used by Lamp- 
son Court residents. 

This fact, coupled with the 
proximity of Bullen Park and 
the Esquimalt Sports Oentre 
(Just two blocks from the 
condom inium) meant that 
the developers, G. H. Wheaton 
and Company, could cut down 
on the space required for the 
building. 

Each of the apartments in 
the four-storey block occupies 
two stories, so that there la 
only one hallway needed in 
the entire building, with 
ground floor apartments 
having doors right out onto 
small patios. 


Larger Rooms 

The 22 ground-floor suites, 
Intended mostly for families 
with s m all children, have 
utility rooms, so young 
mothers can cope easily with 
laundry needs.

on the payroll if possible 
through the winter months." 


Saying there was “no other 
rational conclusion” than 
guilt, Judge William Ostler 
convicted three men Tuesday 
in Victoria Provincial Court 
on a joint charge of posses¬ 
sion of housebreaking tools — 
and sent the three to jail for 
nine months each. 

The three were Stephen 
Barnes Bradley, 24, and John. 
Glendon Flett, 20, both of 471 
Audley, and Robert James 
Duff, 20, address not known. 
They were in Flett’s car when 
it was stopped early last Nov. 
17 by Victoria police. 

The car contained a tire 
iron, hunting knife, straight 
razor, carbon dioxide revol¬ 
ver, hammer and pair of 
gloves — among many other 
items. Cal Becker, defence 
lawyer for Flett, moved 
during the earlier trial for 
dismissal of the charge on the 
grounds there was no evi¬ 
dence that most or all of the 
instruments were not for a 
peaceful or neutral purpose. 

Ostler rejected that motion 
and, in giving judgment Tues¬ 
day, said “a legitimate infer¬ 
ence can be drawn through 
common knowledge” that 
most of the instruments, 
while everyday things, could 
be used for housebreaking. 

He then said the nub of the 
case was reasonable doubt 
and added: “to erty mind it is 
quite incredible that there 
would be in a motor vehicle 
articles so numerous.” 

And he said of Flett. the 
only one of the three to 
testify, that his explanation of 
the items appeared “too pat” 
and stated he did not regard 
Flett as “an honest witness.” 


A 15-year-old boy was sen¬ 


tenced to six months definite 
and six months indeterminate 
In the Haney Correctional 
Institute, and said he would 
appeal the term immediately. 

The boy was raised last 
Friday to adult court from 
juvenile court and pleaded 
guilty then to a charge of 
breaking and entering Jan. 27 
at a Saanich home and theft 
there of $41 from a cashbox. 

He got into a protracted 
argument with Ostler over a 
statement in a pre-sentence 
report that the boy resents 
authority, saying he does 
what people ask him to do hut 
resents being told to aet. 


The preliminary hearing of 
businessmen-brothers Walter 
and Earl Large, which had 
been scheduled to end Tues¬ 
day, was adjourned until 
today for possible completion 
of the prosecution case. 

The two men face a joint 
charge containing two counts 
of fraud and one of theft and 
a no-publication order has 
been issued to cover evidence 
given before the hearing, 
which will be in its 14th day 
today. 


A suspended sentence and 
one-year probationary term 
were given to Mrs. Eileen 
Hindson, 40, of 707 Unden, 
who was found guilty earlier 
following a trial on a charge 
of setting fire Dec. 1 to a 
residence at 709 Unden, the 
other half of a duplex she 
owns. The fire followed a 


domestic dispute and caused 
minor damage.

John Charles Lavigne, 211 
Helmcken, declined to ask for 
ball after being charged with 
trafficking in LSD last July 30 
and Oct 2 in Victoria. He was 
remanded to next Tuesday for 
further hearing.

The transport department 
also should not have accepted 
the spofler system, the report 
said. 

In his findings, Mr. Justice 
Gibson said the fact that it 
was possible to deploy the 
ground spoilers while in flight 
was a design detect 
At the very least, he said, a 
protective gate should be 
placed over the spoiler lever 
In the cockpit which could 
only b e removed by a 
“separate and deliberate 
manual action.” This gate 
eould be installed in aircraft 
now in use. 

There were “equivocations, 
inaccuracies and misinforma¬ 
tion” In the Air Canada and 
McDonnell Douglas operating 
manuals for the DC-8 on how 
the ground spoilers could be 
deployed, the report said. 

The manuals did not warn 
that the ground spoilers could 
be deployed while the aircraft 
was in flight and the under¬ 
carriage was down. 

An upward movement of 
the lever in the cockpit aims 
the spoilers for Automatic 
deployment when the wheels 
are down and a backward 
motion fully deploys the 
spoilers. 

Mr. Justice Gibson said 
both the Air Canada and 
McDbnnell Douglas flight 
manuals wrongly stated that 
• mechanical system pre¬ 
vented deployment of the 
spoilers while in flight. What 
they did not make clear was 
that the spoilers could be 
deployed in the air — despite 
the mechanical safeguard 
system — as long as the 
undercarriage had already 
been lowered. 

Air Canada ground school 
Instructors didn’t know the 
spoilers could be deployed in 
flight and transport depart¬ 
ment inspectors also 
appeared unaware of this 
fact, the justice said. 

The report noted there had 
been a debate among Air 
Canada pilots as to the proper 
time to arm the spoilers. 

Mr. Justice Gibson said 
Captain Hamilton and First 
Officer Rowland were both 
aware of the procedures laid 
down in the Air Canada 
operating manual, which calls 
for deployment of the spoilers 
in the air. 

Hamilton did not normally 
follow the Air Canada pro. 
cedure but preferred to have 
the spoilers manually 
deployed only after the plane 
was on the ground. First 
Officer Rowland preferred the 
•.mvin-the-arr procedure. 

The t iffo agreed that when 
they were flying together they 
would compromise.

Dahlia Tubers 


^ don’t suppose a dedicated 
gardener is ever entirely tree tram 
worry over one problem or another. If 
It Isn’t bug*. It's blight, or froet 
damage, or the powerful attraction 
exerted by our>evergreen shrubs on all 
the male dogs in the neighbourhood. 
Eight now, it is a bit of a problem 
figuring out what to do about the dahlia 
tubers In storage. 

If you are fortunate enough to own 
a proper root cellar or a frostproof but 
unheated garden shed, the roots should 
be in good shape, but the ordinary 
basement of a modern home is always 
too warm to hold back growth, and 
many of our stored dahlia roots are 
beginning to sprout. 

I know of many gardeners In our 
area who never dig their dahlia roots at 
all, and these roots are still In the 
ground outdoors. These folks, I think, 
are the lucky ones, for if the ground Is 
well drained and free from sogginess, 
the tubers should be in pretty good 
shape — always providing, of course, 
that slugs haven't been chewing holes in 
them. This is one major hasard in 
outdoor storage, for dahlia tubers 
contain a form of sugar known as 


inulin, and this is regarded by slugs as 
a supreme delicacy. 

I must remind those gardeners who 
left their dahlia roots in the ground all 
winter they shouldn’t be allowed to 
remain there and start growing in the 
spring.' the soil is merely their storage 
place and they should be dug up before 
growth starts, divided into Individual 
tubers and replanted at the proper 
spacing. You would get such a crowded 
forest of growth from a whole clump of 
undisturbed tubers that the flowers 
would be poor and small 

Coming back to indoor-etored dahlia 
tubers, tf you find they are beginning to 
push out sprouts, the obvious remedy is 
to move them to a cooler place to hold 
them back. This is easy to say but hard 
to accomplish, for most of us'don’t have 
a cooler place. 

In tills case, rather than let the 
sprouts grow uncontrolled, it is safer to 
start them into growth properly even If 
it is a bit earlier than you would 
normally do so. I like to bed mine down 
in boxes of slightly dampened peat 
moss — dividing the clumps into 
individual tubers first — and then get 
them into plenty of sunshine and cool, 
fresh air. If you don't have a 
coldframe, put them in an unhcated 


sunporch, or even right out in the open 
on mild days, bringing them indoors 
again in the evenings to escape night 
frosts. \ 

Once my dahlias are starting into 
growth and beginning to sprout, I like to 
spray them once a week or oftenei 2 with 
a week solution of permanganate of 
potash — Just a few of the tiny brown 
crystals in a quart of water, only 
enough to turn the water a deep pink 
color. This mild fungicide seems to 
protect against all kinds of weird rot 
diseases; moreover, it acts as a 
deterrent to greenfly and other virus¬ 
spreading pests. 

If any of your tubers are suffering 
from wet rot, better consign the badly 
decayed ones to the incinerator and try 
a spot of surgery on the less seriously 
affected specimens. Cut away the rotted 
portions right down to clean, healthy 
flesh, sterilizing the knife blade between 
cuts In permanganate or in any neat 
household disinfectant, then dust the cut 
surface with sulphur and put to bed in a 
box of slightly dampened peat most. 

As With a seed potato, it is 
■ surprising how much you can cut away 
from a deoayed dahlia tuber and still 
have it grow, as long as the “eye” in 
the stem end is intact and healthy.

Let two men meet in the 
street and the first would 
begin: “Say, do you know 
why it takes three Ethnans to 
screw in a light blobeT One to 
hold the bulb and two to turn 
the ladder." 

Then the other, wiping tears 
from his eyes, would answer: 
"Did you beer the one about 
this Ethnan named Pat . . .” 
(Or Mike or Abble or Sambo 
or McTavish or Giuseppe, for 
the name# of the Ethnans, as 


Dr. Beane reported, were 
severely limited in number.) 
And both story-tellers, after 
slapping their knees, would go 
their ways happy and re¬ 
juvenated. 

At cocktail parties, guests 
regaled each other with tales 
of the cowardice of Ethnan 
soldiers. (Dr. Beane had 
included an account of how, 
on being photographed with a 
flash-bulb camera, the entire 
Ethnan Army surrendered.) 

On television, comedians 
expanded on Dr. Beane’s 
description of the unkempt- 
ness of Ethnan women: "You 
can always tell an Ethnan 
airliner by the hair under its 
wings." 


In the past century, the I 
Irish, the Jews, the Orientals! 
and the Blacks had all 
suffered in turn. In recent 
years, Italian and Polish 
jokes had come into vogud. 
And while this was probably a 
tribute to the success of the 
Italians and Poles at being 
assimilated, It caused paih 
nevertheless. 


But the Ethnans afforded 
the easiest target of all. At 
last, all races and faiths were 
united in their contemptuous 
superiority to the Ethnans. At 
last, all dwelt in mutual 
tolerance and brotherhood. 


But, oddly enough, the 
dlsoovery of Ethna could not 
have oome at a more for¬ 
tuitous time. Ever since the 
Cro-Magnons had made dis¬ 
paraging remarks about the 
N e a n d erthals, man had 
sought out a group to be the 
butt of his deprecating 
humor. 


Dr. Beane grew rich In 
years. On his death bed an 
aide said to him admiringly. 
"Isn’t it odd, sir, that nothing- 
creates love and respect 
between men like a mutual 
hatred and intolerance of 'a 
group they think inferior?” 


Dr. Beane nodded and 
smiled. “That," he laid, "is 
the only authentic Kthnie 
joke."

For example, take 
this deal, where on the 
surface you have only 
eleven tricks in the 
shape of six trump*, a 
heart, a diamond and 
three clubs. It may 
seem that you have to 
take a diamond finesse 
in an attempt to gain a 
twelfth trick, but in 
fact, by utilizing your 
fine trump holding to 
the full, you can avoid 
the finesse. 

The trump suit can be made to serve the dual 
purpose of enabling you to establish dummy’s fifth heart 
by ruffing, and providing you with entries to dummy to 
facilitate the manoeuvre. 

You win the club opening in your own hand, play a 
heart to the ace and ruff a heart. Then you enter dummy 
with a trump, ruff another heart, re-enter with another 
trump and ruff still another heart. 

If the opponents’ hearts were 4-1 originally, dummy’s 
fifth heart will by now have become established, end all 
you have to do is cross to dummy with a club and oash it 
(after drawing the last opposing trump). 

Of course, if either of the opponents show* up with 
four trumps, you could not afford to ruff hearts thrae 
times. In this case, instead of taking the third heart ruff, 
you would simply concede a heart, throwing the six of 
diamonds on it and later throwing the queen of diamonds 
on the long heart after drawing trumps

PORTLAND, Ore. (AP) — The 846-mile 
direct current power line linking the U.S. 
northwest and the southwest failed Tuesday 
when the Los Angeles earthquake shattered 
equipment at the southern terminus. 

Bonneville Power Administration received 
estimates of as much as 90 per cent damage 
to the converter station at Sylmar, north of 
Los Angeles. 

A spokesman said if that were true it 
could taka up to 18 months to restore service. 

That would be a crippling blow in a 


period of threatened power shortage in both 
regions. 

The direct current line, called the longest 
of its kind in the world when put into service 
less than a year ago, has a capacity of 800,000 
volts. 

When it failed at 6:01 a.m. Tuesday It wQ 
carrying 570,000 kilowatts from the north iiflB 
the Los Angeles area. 

That amount is the equivalent of 30 per¬ 
cent of the electric current used by the city 
of Seattle at its peak demand.

Saanich Inlet sports fishermen have lost the fisheries 
protection officer they fought tor many years to get . . . and 
red tape and chiselling tactics of the federal treasury board 
appears to be to blame. 

It appears that if a fisheries guardian can be hired on a 
part-time basis for less than six months, payment of overtime 
and other fringes can be avoided ... and that procedure has 
been taken. 

Actually, the fisheries guardian isn’t losing out personally. 
Already he is employed at more than half as much again as he 
was getting as a fisheries guardian. The fishermen of Saanich 
Inlet are the big losers. 

The same thing happened at Sooke, where both sports 
and commercial fishermen Trill be the eventual losers. 

Saanich Inlet anglers asked for someone to police the 
limit-busters and baby-fish snatchers in the inlet, and they 
finally got one five years ago. 

When Stan Ratcliffe took over the Job In Saanich Inlet, ha 
came in for quite a bit of abuse as the "policeman” of the 
Inlet. This column took the odd swipe at him. He took his job 
seriously ... and continued to do so until he was let go a few 
weeks ago. 

But, he got to sense the likely offenders and he didn't 
bother everybody on the Inlet the way he did at first He found 
a pair of binoculars a handy tool and would watch anglers from 
afar. He knew just where to look to catch the culprits. 

And catch them he did . . . with undersized grilse stowed in 
vacuum bottles and lunch kits, and extra fish under 
floorboards, in tackle boxes and hidden In other ingenious 
places. 

When sports angers realized there were actually people who 
would resort to such devious tricks to break the law they 
welcomed Ratcliffe aboard. 

But, he did far more than check law breakers. He would 
pull alongside a guide boat or a highliner who was catching 
fish. He would find out how they were getting them, and then 
when he checked a tyro in a rental boat he would make a point 
of explaining to him just how to get the fish on that particular 
day. 

If he saw some youngsters fishing he would often pull 
alongside and help them rig to catch fish. Sometimes he would 
even get them some fresh bait to make sure they got fish. 

The “policeman” became a friend of honest Saanich Inlef 
anglers and the nemesis of law-breaking anglers. And he was 
even more than that. 

He saw thousands of fish stranded and dying to the low 
summer waters of the Goldstream . . . badly-needed coho fry. 
He spent many hours . . . most of them his own time . . . and 
enlisted the help of fish and game club members. To catch 
these fry and transplant them to Shawnigan (Millstream) 
Creek, which flows into Saanich Inlet at Mill Bay. 

He nursed those fish like babies and it looks like his 
experiment is going to be a success. Many nights in early 
spring he spent the whole night — on his own time netting 
the coho ■ molts on Shawnigan Creek to see how his “babies” 
were making out He found them fatter and healthier than the 
Goldstream coho smolts. It looked like the answer. Next fall, 
when the first of the transplants should return, will tell the 
tale. 

Will Ratcliffe be around to assess the results? It Is our 
belief he would carry on his work as a labor of love, even with 
less money than he is making now. But, it appears he has had 
pretty shabby treatment from the federal treasury board, and 
that is hard to swallow. 

The honest fishermen of Saanich Inlet are the losers. The 
law-breakers are the winners. Now is the time that undersized 
and over-limits of grilse (baby salmon) can be taken readily in 
Saanich Inlet... and it is very unlike^ law-breakers will find a 
fisheries officer around to stop them. 

The same situation exists at Sooke, where guardian Jack 
Brooks, who fought so long to get action to build up coho runs 
on DeManiel Creek and to rebuild the chinook runs on the 
Sooke, has also been let go for the time being.

“At least 85 per cent of the 
crime *in Nanaimo can be 
attributed to drug use of one 
kind or another," Ney said.

$20 a cap. Some persons in 
Nanaimo area on as many as 
20 caps a day. This is 
extreme — but the average 
would be four to 10 caps a 
day which means $80 to $200 
a day.

The federal govern¬ 
ment probably would 
quickly remove abortion 
from the Criminal Code, 
and allow the procedure 
to be handled as any 
other medical problem, if 
it had the support of a 
province such as B.C., 
says Dr. Robert Ma- 
karoff. 

Makaroff, barred from 
medical practice in B.C. 
earlier this year after he was 
convicted of illegally procur¬ 
ing abortions, arrived in Vic¬ 
toria Monday for a series of 
speeches and interviews, in¬ 
cluding a meeting with Health 
Minister Ralph Loffraark on 
Wednesday. 

With members of the Van¬ 
couver Women’s Liberation 
Alliance, he will be in the 
Public gallery of the Legis¬ 
lature when Loftmark speaks 
at 2 p.m. today. The group 
hat an appointment with 
Loffmark at 11 a.m. Wednes¬ 
day. 

Makaroff said in an inter- 
view that the federal govern¬ 
ment probably is ready to 
remove abortion from the 
Criminal Code — “Trudeau 
has almost pleaded with 
people to put pressure on him 
so he can act” — because it 
realizes that the momentum 
tor re fo rm is well set in. 

(The Criminal Code re¬ 
quires therapeutic abortions 
to be performed only after 
they have been approved by a 
medical committee. It also 
stipulates that woman may be 


aborted if the pregnancy 
threatens her life or health.) 

Makaroff said the sanction 
of a medical committee takes 
up time, and as each week of 
pregnancy goes by, the abor¬ 
tion becomes more of a risk. 

“If abortions are. performed 
as soon as the pregnancy Is 
confirmed, it’s only a five- 
minute matter using suction. 
The longer the wait, the 
longer the woman has to take 
up hospital time, and that is a 
very serious problem in B.C 
today.” 

He said B.C.’s experience 
with abortions has been 
unique — there were 2,906 
performed in hospitals last 
year, all but 501 during the 
last six months — and if an 
authority such as Loffmark 
made a plea for a change in 
the law It probably would be 
the only pressure needed by 
Ottawa. 

Another advantage of abor¬ 
tions being performed as 
early as possible in the 
pregnancy, he said, is that It 
would eliminate some of the 
“squeamiahness” of hospital 
staffs ’’who now have to put

PORTLAND, Ore. (AP) - The 846-mile 
direct current power line linking the U.S. 
northwest and the southwest failed Tuesday 
when the Los Angeles earthquake shattered 
equipment at the southern terminus. 

Bonneville Power Administration received 
estimates of as much as 90 per cent damage 
to the converter station at Sylmar, north of 
Los Angeles. 

A spokesman said if that were true it 
could take up to 18 months to restore service. 

That would be a crippling blow in a 


period of threatened power shortage in both 
regions. 

The direct current line, called the longest 
of its kind in the world when put into service 
less than a year ago, has a capacity of 800,00b 
volts. 

When it failed at 6:01 a.m. Tuesday it was 
carrying 570,000 kilowatts from the north into 
the Los Angeles area. 

That amount is tl* equivalent of 30 pdr 
cent of the electric current used by the city 
of Seattle at its ptak demand.

What then? 

“They would need a court 
order to get me out,” he said. 

“And if they get physically 
i-ough they’re going to be in 
for trouble.” 

What kind of trouble? 

“I'll take care of it,” 
Codyre said. 

'Til either fight like hell or 
run like a dog. And my 
mother didn't raise dogs.” 

It is 11 months since Hydro 
told the Codyres they would 
have to move from their 
home at 1890 Munn Road to 
make room for the powerline 
that is to run from the new 
Pike Lake substation to 


Goward substation in Vic¬ 
toria. 

While other families facing 
the same situation have given 
in, Codyre has remained in 
the public spotlight because of 
his refusal to do the same. 

He was given a cheque for 
822.500 by Hydro, but says he 
can’t find anything to equal 
his present home and 
property for less thaji$34,oqO. 

But money isn't what his 
stand is all about, he said. 

Democracy is. He sees him¬ 
self as another little man 
being denied his rights. 

“Money doesn't mean a 
thing. I don’t owe a dime in 
the world. And I’ll help any 
poor soul who needs it: That's 
the way I am. 

“But, what I am trying to 
say is this: We’ve got to wake 
up to the public menace in 
our province.” 

On Feb. 3 Codyre made his 
last appeal to officialdom. He 
sent telegrams to Prime 
Minister Trudeau. Premier 
Ben nett. Governor-General 
Roland Mlchener, Lieutenant- 
Governor John Nicholson, 
B.C. NDP leader Dave Bar¬ 
rett and his Liberal oounter- 
* part, Patrick McGeer. 

He said he complained that 
the “arbitrary expropriation” 
of his home by Hydro violates 
Canada’s signing of the 
universal Declaration of 
Human Rights. 

Only two have answered, he 
said — Nicholson Monday and 
Trudeau (through his secre¬ 
tary) Tuesday 


He said he was shocked by 
the answer from the prime 
minister’s office that the 
matter was strictly within 
provincial jurisdiction and 
that he should obtain the 
services of a lawyer and 
consult B.C. Attorney-General 
Leslie Peterson. 

If politicians aren’t listen¬ 
ing, lots of ordinary folks are, 
Codyre said. He said one man 
has offered to throw himself 
in the way of the Hydro 
bulldozers and another has 
offered the use of three guns. 

“I have a list of 300 names 
of people who say all I have 
to do is call thrm if I want 
help,” he said. 

"They say they are ready 
to do anything within reason. 
This is not because I am Pat 
Codyre, but because there is a 
principle involved. I’m not 
fighting for me. I’m fighting 
for your kids and their kids. 
We’ve got to take -a stand 
somewhere. And it might as 
well be right here on MUnn 
Road as downtown.” 

Codyre said he had taken a 
startd before. Like in 1933 in 
Windsor, Ont., when be was 
president of the old National 
Trades and Labor Council 
there and organized the 
National 45 and Over Club — 
a movement that found work 
for unemployed middle-aged 
men. 

He said his next move now 
may be to try and take his 
case to the Supreme Court of 
Canada. 


The prospect that used 
crank case oil could find its 
way into Victoria area sewer 
systems was described Tues¬ 
day by Capital Regional 
Board Chairman Hugh Curtis 
as “appalling.” 

The threat has been created 
by the possibility that Star Oil 
Refining Co. Ltd., 1651 Island 
Highway, will go out of 
business within the next two 
months — as company 
manager AD an Vanderkerk- 
hove says it will. 

His company picks up used 
car oil from all but a half 
dozen service stations and 
commercial users In Greater 
Victoria. It is re-refined and 
sold again through indepen¬ 
dent gas stations. 

Curtis said he hadn’t 
realized there was a problem 
but he added: “I will be 
talking to our engineering 
people within the next two 
days. There is just no way we 
will allow any of this material 
into tiie sewer system.” 

Curtis continued: “Tt appears 
there is a real problem here 
and since we are responsible 
for a portion of the sewer 
system we are involved.” 

Deep Concern 

Local service station opera¬ 
tors are deeply concerned 
with the problem. Bob Duns- 
muir operates two Shell 
stations and is a director of 
the B.C. Automotive Retailers’ 
Association. 

“There is just nothing we 
can do with this stuff. It’s 
dirty and impossible to dis¬ 
pose of. What can we do with 
it?’’ he asked. 

"It’s against pollution laws 
to dump it down the drain 
and it’s also against the law 
to burn it.” 

He said he feared some 
garages night resort to dump¬ 
ing waste oil down the drain 
if there was no alternate way 
of disposing of it “and how 
are you going to trace it?” 
Dunsrauir explained if it 


was burned it would put a 
greasy black cloud over the 
city. 

“You wouldn’t be able to 
■ee for the tar in the sky and 
we have been worried about it 
since Star Refining indicated 
to us some time ago they 
were considering shutting 


Talks Today 

Duns muir will be in Van¬ 
couver today for meetings 
with oil company officials to 
discuss the problem. “The 
companies are just as worried 
about this as we are. They 
don’t know the answer as 
they have no facilities for 
getting rid of the junk.” 

Star Oil picks up used oil 
and heats It prior to chemical 
treatment. It is then shipped 
out to dealers. The re-re fined 
oil sells for 26 cents a quart 
as compared with regular 
bulk oU which sells for 50 
cents a quart. 

The problem facing Star Oil 
is one of volume, according to 
manager Vanderkerkhove. “If 
we could process all the used 
oil In Greater Victoria we 
oould stay in business for at 
leant two years but some 
operators will not let us pick 
up their crank case oil.” 

Hydro Blamed 

He said B.C. Hydro was a 
case in point. “They won’t let 
us have their stuff and I 
estimate they use 1,500 to 
2,000 gallons a year. They gef 
rid of it to a greenhouse 
operator who burns it in a 
furnace to heat his plants. I 
feel this is not legal under the 
fire marshal’s regulations." 

He cited a section of the 
B.C Fire Marshal’s Ac* to 
support his contention but 
was not upheld by acting fire 
marshal H. K. Jenns. 

"We have looked Into the 
matter,” said Jenns in a 
separate telephone interview 
from Vancouver "and we find 
that the oil in question is 
treated in a way that meets 


our standards for commercial 
burner use. We don't feel the 
law is being broken in this 
case.” 

V a n d e r k erkhove main¬ 
tained: “If we had the extra 
volume the B.C. Hydro uses 
we could stay in business. We 
need to sell 100,000 gallons of 
re-refined oil S year and this 
means picking up 125,000 
gallons of crank case oil.” 

‘JFe Don’t Ask 9 

B.C. Hydro regional 
manager A. J. Macdonald told 
the Colonist: “We dispose of 
our oil to an individual. We 
don’t know where it goes or 
what he does with it and 
presumably we don’t ask. I 
can’t really see how that 
would be any of our responsi¬ 
bility.” He said he did not 
know if the oil was given 
away or sold. 

Vanderkerkhove said that 
the disposal of used oil is a 


major problem in large 
cities. In Chicago, New York 
and Seattle companies such 
as Star charge six cents a gal¬ 
lon to pick up used oil. 

In New York, 8,000 gallons 
of dirty oil are poured into 
the sewer system each day, 
he said. 

Vanderkerkhove said his 
company used to charge five 
cents a gallon to pick tip*used 
oil but gave up the charge in 
an effort to gain volume. 

“Sure, we are in business,’’ 
he said, “but look at it this 
way — this is oil company 
garbage like any other gar¬ 
bage. Somebody has to get 
rid of it and we offer a free 
servioe.” 

No Success 

He said he had contacted 
the Capital Regional Board 
office and the Pollution Con¬ 
trol Board without success 
adding, "I would just like to 


sit down and talk over this 
whole problem with somebody 
who cares about it” Star Oil 
maintains it can buy re¬ 
refined oil in the United 
States and land it tor sale , 
in Greater Victoria at a lower 
cost than processing local 
used oil. 

The company is the only 
one of its kind on Vancouver 
Island but restricts its pick¬ 
ups to Greater Victoria. Van¬ 
derkerkhove said smaller 
communities dispose of their 
used oil to local authorities 
and department of highways 
depots. It is stored until 
summer and then used to 
keep dust down on gravel 
roads. 

This has created a storm 
among conservationists who 
argue that if the oil applica¬ 
tion is followed by a heavy 
rain the oil washes into 
ditches and finds its way Into 
streams and lakes. 
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Sewage Plant Order 
Unfair, Says Wallace

"’Hiis is just not good 
enough,” retorted Ney. “As 
soon as you provide anything 
of this kind defined as a score 
on something, a counsellor 
can seize on it when he is 
doubtful what he should tell a 
student to do.” 

“Here we have somebody 
questioning the value of the 
tests and t hen being 
reassured that they will be 
applied only with discretion.”

Budget Talk 
Minus Money 


A secret proposed budget 
was discussed at length by 
r e p r e s e ntatives on the 
Greater Victoria Metropolitan 
Health board Tuesday after¬ 
noon but it didn’t mean much 
to reporters covering the 
meeting. 

No figures were mentioned 
during discussions, and it was 
ruled by chairman Frank 
Waring that copies should not 
be made public until they 
have been presented to 
various councils and boards 
represented on the health 
board.

extended outfalls which must 
be provided regardless, and 
then monitor the results. If 
the engineers are wrong and 
the water at the shoreline 
does not meet the Pollution 
Control Board’s standards, 
surely then the treatment 
plant can be built, based on 
valid indisputable facts.” 

The treatment plant would 
cost the city of Victoria about 
86 million to build, including 
the acquisition of about 70 
residential lots, and would 
then ooet about 8500,000 year¬ 
ly to operate, W&liaoe said.

Wallace blamed the strike
